Che Foo, Aug. 22.— The latent 
reports received at Cbe Foo indicate 
that the Japanese attack on Port 
Arthur has not been successful, but 
that fighting is still in progress. 
The Japanese are making what 
they call the final assault all along 
the line and claim that the city will 
be in th.- r possesion in a few days. 
The Japanese hare occupied An- 
sbanshan, driving a part of the 
Russian torces toward Mi<kden, but 
the heavy rains are still interfering 
with the Manchurian carapaigo. It 
is reported that the Kussian war 
vessel- Novik and Diana, missing 
since the Port Arthur fight of Aug- 
ust 10, have landed safely in Rus- 
sian ports. Russia has called out 
large iorces of reserves to be sent 
to the scene of war. 

Sunday's Developments. 
Russia's refusal to observe the 
laws of neutrality has brought 
about a strained situation atShang- 
hai. The cruiser Askold and a 
smaller vessel are still there, de- 
spite China'sorders to leave, and 
yesterday a Japauese torpedo boat 
entered the harbor. Before she 
could reach the Askold, which is 
in dock, the United States torpedo 
boat destroyer Chauncey placed 
herself between the two warships, 
preventing any attempt at hostili- 
ties. A Meet of Japanaese wai 
vessels is outside the harbor, The 
Taotai of Shanghai has declared 
he cannot protect the foreign nter- 
ests because of Russia's action and 
has called upon United States Con- 
sul General Goodnow to aid hlrL - 
Consul Goodnow has called a meet- 
ing of the foreign consuls for today. 
The Russian cruiser Novik, which 
has displayed such wonderful ac- 
tivity, was defeated and strandt i 
yesterday by two Japanese cruiser-. 

The Japanese are said to have 
captured rhe northernmost fort ol 
the inner line of the Russian de 
fenses at Port Arthur.

The shots were fired and both the 
President's residence and the 
church were hit. 

No further bombardment has 
been reported. 

The insurgent commander with 
2,000 land forces is approaching 
Asuncion.

We con- 
stantly hear reports from parties 
interested in buying, that there is a 
surplus, and that the approaching 
crop as a whole is of inferior quali 

ty- 

People who are taking a serious 
view of the situation quickly reali 
that an important department 

iderbuying process is to cre- 
ate a depressed value at the outset 
among the producers. 

A little systematic work ol this 
nature at a wise time for such work 
might save a great deal of hard 
work that would otherwise ensue 
later on. 

The price of tobacco is at least to 
a large degree easily within the 
control of the producer. This is so 
firmly imbedded in my mind, and 
having viewed constantly the inju- 
ry which the planter endures in the 
loss of money and time, as the 
suit of inaction, and the ordir 
thoughtfulness that is necessary to 
conduct any undertaking to a suc- 
cessful termination, I feel con- 
itrained to speak in the strongest 
language that I can employ of the 
necessity for immediate action, to 
combat the encroachment of the 
great combine. 

Can any man gainsay the truth of 
my assertion— that no cause could 
be purer and nobler than a firm de- 
termination to organize as peace 
well meaning, charity loving 
citizens and without any recourse 
than a friendly, positive, business- 
like determination to protect our- 
selves in the sale of tobacco, our 
greatest crop. 

There is not the slightest occasion 
even for enmity. Ours can be a 
smooth, beautiful, bloodless battle 
without even the loss of a friend- 
ship. It is simply do, and it is 
done. 

Our cause, our endeavor to get a 
fair price for our tobacco, will stand 
a legal and moral test of right, and 
you know there is a homely old 
proverb "right maketh might." 
Our work is so easy of accomplish- 
ment, it is simply to get together; 
snrely we have the common sense 
and manhood to do that. 

Farmers do get together on many 
important matters, and in the 
strictly agricultural districts, too. 
For instance, they realize the ne- 
cessity for reliable peace officers, 
an honorable judge to preside in 
the courts. They are not slow to 
select a good man a n d support him 
heartily. 

If they can get together on politi- 
cal questions standing man to man 
and shoulder to shoulder against a 
common foe, surely they can get to 
gether on a bread and meat propo- 
sition like a fair price for tobacco. 

There is a little indescribable 
jealous suspicion among farm- 
ers that it is unworthy of them 
as applied to each other. They 
place implicit faith in their physic- 
ian, whom they have schooled them- 
selves to love and trust. If they 
get into a lawsuit they select a law- 
yer, and abide his advice. With a 
great deal of respect for this lawyer 
and physician I would say there 
are farmers who have the common 
sense business lore to make the oth- 
er farmer trust him implictly. 

Tobacco planters, will you get 
together, and for business strictly 
at a call from the President of the 
Clarksville District Tobacco Grow- 
ers' Association? The necessity for 
immediate organization to protect 
the sale of the present crop is im- 
perative. Cactus.

River 80 Jammed with Sturgeon th* 
Boatmen Couldn't Row 
Against Them. 

E. F. Crawford, a prominent at 
torney throughout the northern 
half of the state, who practices at 
Betnidji, met with the most thrill- 
ing experience of his life while 
coming Up the Big Fork river in a 
canoe, says a Hippie 1 Minn.) cor- 
respondence In the St. Paul Dis 
patch. He saw the river tilled 
from bank to bank with sturgeon, 
the big lake lisli tjnit at this lime 
of year ascend streams from Rainy 
river to lay their spawn in shal- 
low waters. Not only was the 
sight appalling, but on several o< 
.•anions his boat was In danger of 
being crashed by the countless 
monsters. 

in company with two rivermen, 
Mr. Crawford was paddling up 
river in great haste to reach Big 
Falls on the day of its being in- 
corporated as a village, which mat 
T was in his charge.

The river is full of rafts at vaii 
ous points, and some of them are

riiey came suddenly upon a 
splashing surface, which extended 
k loss the river and several hull- 
bed yards ahead. Here the slope 
was gentle and no such conditions 
were present as to hint that rap- 
ids should form at this point. The 
men were in the center of the 
river, but at once began to paddle 
their boat shoreward to avoid the 
rapids. Suddenly one of the boat 
men died : 

"My God! This is not rapids, 
but a jam of fish!"
